144.1-144.5-ssb(more specifically usb):144.2 is a popular calling freq 
most of the activity centers around it. 


144.5-144.6-linear translator inputs: There aren't too many linear trans- 
lators, so in densely populated areas, fmrepeater inputs, with 20 Khz, 
spacing may be found here. 


144.61-144.89-fm: Repeater inputs every 20 KHz. 

144.9-145.1 - nonchannelized simplex, IE,weak signal(non-fm) operation. 
145.1-145.2 - linear translator outputs: See 144.5 above. 
145.21-145,49-fm: Repeater outputs every 20 KHz 

145.8-146.0 - OSCAR: Mostly cw and ssb activity uplinking or downlinking 
with the orbiting repeaters.
